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DETAILED ACTION 
Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 
December 6, 2005 has been entered. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

Claims 109, 292 and 293 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being 
anticipated by US Patent 5,856,174 issued to Lipshutz et al. (hereinafter, Lipshutz). 

Lipshutz teaches a micro-fabrication method for producing a structure with a 
plurality valves such as that depicted in figure 2b. Lipshutz teaches bonding first planar 
member (106) to a second planar member (108). Lipshutz teaches an integrally formed 
elastomeric membrane that is deflected to open and close a fluid channel. Lipshutz 
teaches using Teflon® for various valve components, such as valve body (102) and first 
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planar member (106) and using a flexible polymer such as Mylar® for the second planar 
member. See column 15, line 49 - column 17, line 5.
